Nothing could be in more direct contradistinction to Germany 9 s Hymn of Hate than 
the following, written in 1914 by one of the fifteen hundred men of the British Royal 
Naval Division interned at GrQningen and Leeuwarden, in the north of Holland. It was 
sung in Camp on the third anniversary of the internment, and first appeared in " The 
Spectator" 

There is in the stanzas a noticeable falling away of complexities, and a spontaneous 
turning of consciousness toward that to which it is most intimately related, that is often 
the reaction in times of great tragedy. The fine spirit of the lines has a broader applica- 
tion than that primarily intended for them, and the faith in Divine guidance for the 
future so simply expressed, should be the natural outbreaking of hearts all over the 
world in this new year of peace. — Editor.
